ding U C H wt been done in the pre- 
ſent century towards illuſtrating 
Ie 2 the prophecies in the Old Teſta- 
| ment relating to the Meſſiah; and 
the juſtneſs of applying them to the great 
Founder of our religion hath in many in- 
ſtances been ſhewn in a clear and deciſive 
manner ; but a reat deal more {till remains 
to be done. Our lateſt and beſt interpre- 
ters, though they have greatly improved on 
the labours of . thoſe who have gone before 
them, yet have left enough to be done by 
thoſe who ſucceed them. The obſcurity and 
uncertainty, which muſt neceſſarily attend 
A 1 upon 
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apon propheey, are only to be removed by 
frequent and gradual attempts; ; and perhaps 
the full light, which it is intended to convey 
to the world, may not break. forth in all its 
ſplendor, till the great deſigns: of Providence 
are accompliſhed, and the * myſtery of God is 
fiſhed. _ 3 

This being undoubtedly true of prophecy 
in general, it will not, I truſt, expoſe me to 
the charge of raſhneſs and preſumption, if I 
exhibit the prophecy, a part of which I have 
juſt now repeated to you, as one of thoſe 
which may require a further review ; nor can 
it be thought an impropriety to exhibit it 
now, as the, occafion of our preſent. meeting 
is, 1 think, cloſely connected with it, and as 
we are contributing, though, I fear, in a very 
imperfect manner, to its completion. 

But, in order to illuſtrate this connection, 
which will be the principal buſineſs of the 
following diſcourſe, it 1s. unneceſſary for me 
to enlarge on the explications which have 
hitherto been given of it. It will be ſuffi- 
cient for me to obſerve in a few words, that 
Chriſtian interpreters have almoſt unanimouſly

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5 Je to "an it to the Meſfiah, and ſup- 
poſed it to foretell, that he ſhould come into 
the world before the deſtruction of the ſecond 
temple, and fill that houſe with glory by his 
perſonal appearance in it; and, in conſequence 
of this, have affirmed, that it was exactly ful- 
filled by our Lord, who was at firſt preſented 
in the temple, as the law required, and after- 


wards diſplayed all thoſe marks of the divine 


power, with which he was inveſted, and 
abundantly made up for the want of magni- 
ficence and ſplendor, and ſome other eminent 


diſtinctions peculiar to the Jewiſh religion 


and worſhip, in Which it was vaſtly ſuperior 
to that of Solomon. 


Now, though the propriety of applyin g this 


prophecy. to the Metiiah, who was the | great 


object of prophecy in the Old ee 
cannot reaſonably * be doubted of; and it 
muſt be allowed that ſome great event is fore- 


told, which was to be fulfilled by him; yet 


a doubt may be raiſed, whether this particular 


mode of applying it be the true one; and the 


4 doubt i is raiſed on ſuch grounds as to deſerve 
to be ſeriouſly removed; and ſomething more

warranted ' language and fanciful diſtinQions 
of Jewiſh Rabbins.

But J barely mention this. It is no part of 
my deſign, nor indeed will the time allow me 
to diſcuſs this point. I can only take the 1i- 
berty to propoſe what I apprehend to be the 
true meaning of the prophecy, and ſhew what 
encouragement it gives us to perſevere in pro- 
moting the Henevoleny Purpoſe of this meet- 
ing,” 
And to ſpeak plata and without any fur- 
ther introduction, I apprehend the prophecy, 
which we are now conlidering, hath no refe- 
rence either to the birth of the Meſſiah, or to 
any other event which happened at or near 
the time of his perſonal appearance ; but is 
one of thoſe, which repreſents ſomething re- 
lative to the ſtate and fortune of the Jewiſh 
and Chriſtian churches in more diſtant pe- 
riods; or, as the Scriptures expreſs it, in the 
latter days: and that the prophet, when he 
 fays, that the glory of the latter houſe ſhall 
be greater than the glory of the former, does 
not intend to make any compariſon between 
the material temples, whatever different pre- 
tenſions

tenſions each of them may have had; but is 
carried on by the ſpirit of prophecy to take a 
view of greater and more diſtant objects, and. 
to compare, in the uſual language and figura- 
tive ſtyle of oriental eloquence, the diſpenſa- 
tion of religion which was to take place in the 
kingdom of the Meffiah, with that which had 
been eſtabliſhed by Moſes ; which had a cloſe 
connection with a material temple, and chiefly 
conſiſted * of carnal ordinances, impoſed till the 
time of reformation, but was to give place, when 
that time ſhould come, to a greater and more per- 
fett tabernacle not made with hands, that is to 
ſay, not of this building ; and the glory and ex- 
cellence of which was in every reſpect vaſtly 
to exceed the glory and excellence of the for- 
mer. | | 
This, it ſeems, is a ſenſe, in which this 
prophecy may be underſtood; and in giving it 
this ſenſe there is nothing but what is eaſy and 
natural, perfectly agreeable to the particular bu- 
fineſs, on which the prophet was employed, and. 
to the general deſign and common language of 
prophecy; and open to no other difficulty or 
objection, but what will ariſe from the novelty 
CORR of

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of it, and from prejudices perhaps in "favour 


of what has been long received and recom- 


mended by great anthorities. 


In the firſt place, then, it is an eaſy 8 na- 6 


tural ſenſe of the prophecy, and perfectly 


agreeable to the particular buſineſs on which, 
the prophet was employed. 

The Jews, ae hes the 3 
manner in which they had at firſt been diſ- 
miſſed the Perſian court, met with great diffi- 
culties and, diſcouragement in executing. the 


commiſſion, which, they had obtained. The 


building of the temple, by the intrigues of a 
powerful faction, had been interrupted. for a 
conſiderable time, and when it was reſumed 


went on but ſlowly. The poverty and mean- 


neſs of it excited melancholy reflections in 


thoſe, ho had ſeen the ſplendor and glory of 
that which had been deſtroyed ;' and a want of 


zeal in ſome, and a ſpirit of dejection and de- 
ſpondency 1n.others,. put a ſtop almoſt again 
to the work. The prophet therefore is ſent 
to revive their ſpirits; and for their encou- 
ragement aſſures them, that God, according 
to che covenant which he had made with 
them when they-came out of Egypt, was ſtill 

their 
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Wen protector, and preſent with them, and 
therefore they ought not to fear. 

This might have been ſufficient for the pre- 
ſent purpoſe ; but the prophet does not ſtop: 
Here. The covenant was of a greater extent, 
and comprehended ſomething more than was 


probably underſtood at that time. It implied 


* promiſes to be fulfilled at very diſtant pe- 

riods, and referred to a glorious ſtate of pro- 
ſperity and happineſs, which was, after a ſue- 
ceſſion of ages, to take place in the world, and 
to reach to the ends of the earth. With a 
ſolemnity therefore ſuitable to the importance 
of the event, and the great ſcheme of Provi- 


Hines which was carrying on, he proceeds : | 


Let once it is a little while, and I will ſhake the 


heavens and the earth, and the ſea, and the ary. 


land; and I will ſhake all nations, and the d:fire 
of all nations ſhall come; or + perhaps, they 


hall come to the defire of all nations, and I will

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command. I can confer glory in whatever 


manner and whenever I pleaſe. The glory of 


this latter houſe ſhall be greater than that of 


the former; when * the throne of kingdoms ſhall 
ze overthrown, and the firength of the kingdoms 
of the Heathen ſhall be deſtroyed. It ſhall be 
the ſeat of glory and worſhip.. It ſhall be a 
ſpiritual building, an evangelical temple, and 
vaſtly ſuperior in glory to that which pre- 


ceded it: The walls thereof, as it is in the | 
language of another + prophet, ſball be ſalva- 


tion, and the, gates praiſe. In ſhall be bleſſed 


with the bleſſing of peace; 4 even in this place 
FS un J give peace, ſaith the . of Hoſts. _ 
This aſſurance, that God would fulfil the 


covenant, which he had made with their fa- 


thers, and the diſtant proſpects, which were 
opened to them, of their future glory under 


the government and protection of the Meſliah, 


were as. proper to encourage the Jews. to go on 
with the work, in which they were engaged, 


as. a particular reference to. the perſonal ap- 
pearance of the Mctiah could poflibly be; and.

_ difficulties to which others are expoſed, it may 


eaſily be admitted to be the true one. 


2. This ſenſe of the prophecy is alſo con- 
formable to the general deſign of prophecy, 
and the uniform e of the Jewiſh pro- 
parts. 


It has been often obſerved, that the Scrip- 


ture prophecies, from the firſt appearance of 
the ſpirit of prophecy to the concluſion of it 


in the Old Teſtament, ſeem to have one great 
event in view, which had a reſpect not only 
to the Jewiſh nation, but to all mankind; 


and ſcarcely zny prophet is ever ſent on a par- 
ticular errand, or to denounce events which 
were near at hand, who does not occaſionally 
intermix ſomething, which extends beyond the 


immediate object, and contains a prediction of 
ſome remoter and greater event, 

After a variety of revolutions which are re- 
preſented to take place, in the different ages and 
ſeveral kingdoms of the world, expectations are 
raiſed of a ſtate of purity, peace and happineſs, 
which is to obtain in He latter age, or in the 
kingdom of the Meſhah; and aſſurances are 
given, in the moſt exalted and unequivocal 


B 2 | terms, 
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terms, that not only the Jews will return in 
triumph to their own land, but that the Gen- 
tiles together with them will form one body 
in the church of God; and that the Goſpel, 
in oppoſition to the powers of this world, 
will univerſally prevail and flouriſh, and pro- 
duce the genuine fruits of piety and charity, 
and the other divine h in which it ſo 
meh abounds. [1 

It is probable, that che parpart of theſe 
predictions was neither apprehended by the 
prophets themſelves, nor by any of their 
hearers ; and it is further probable, that it was 
not intended to be fully apprehended either by 
them or any one elſe, till the event took place 
and correſponded: with them. But in the 
mean time, the predictions admirably ſerved 
the purpoſe of raiſing general hopes of ſome 

great interpoſition of Providence in their fa- 


vour ; and, in the midſt of the moſt evident 


marks of the Divine diſpleaſure, aſſured them, 
that God would remember mercy, and accom- 


pliſh the promiſes which had Hoo and to 
their fathers. 1 
| I need not ſupport what Ne now faid by 

a en to . e Inſtances 
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abound in the writings of the prophets. The 


prophecy, which we ate at preſent conſidering, 
ſeems to be one of them; and the manner of 
fulfilling it, which I propoſe, coincides with 
the general deſign of prophecy, and with the 
plan of the Jewiſh government, which was 
adminiſtered by a perpetual interpoſition of 
Providence, and of which prophecy was a 
conſiderable part; and we are leſs likely to 
err in interpreting prophecy by following the 


general deſign of it, and what the whole points 


out to us, than by indulging our fancies in an 


ingenious application of its ſeveral parts &. 


3% TRE, interpretation, which I venture to 
propoſe, is ſuch as the words will bear, and 
perfectly le to the e and i 


of prophecy. 


It is 8 tb to e bones 
it has been ſo often obſerved: before, that the 


language and ſtyle of the prophets is highly 
figurative and metaphorical. Neceffity firſt in- 


troduced this kind of language into common 


life; and the forms of government and modes 
of education which prevailed 1 in the Eaſt, im- 


proved

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proved and exalted it to the higheſt degree. 
It began in the earlieſt periods of their hiſtory, 
and hath continued unchanged to the preſent 
times. All the works of art as well as of 
nature furniſh the materials of which it is 
compounded, and they are arranged with ſuch 
a luxuriancy of fancy and wildneſs of imagi- 
nation as often to appear extravagant and un- 
natural to thoſe who are not accuſtomed to 
them. n q — 
Houſes and ee wie d buildings be every 
kind are, in conformity to this practice, 
made by the prophets to repreſent a variety of | 
things ; and the ſeveral changes which they 
undergo, from laying the foundation of them 
at firſt to the deſtruction of them at laſt, are 
figuratively employed to denote a variety of 
changes in the civil and religious conditions 
of ſtates and n as well ; as * ſingle 
men.

a flone, a tried ſtone, a precious corner ſtone, a 
ſure foundation; and this ſtone, which the 


builders

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builders refuſed, and 1 is now become the EM 


of the corner, we know, upon the higheſt 
authority, to have been a figurative repreſen- 
tation of the Meſſiah and of the ſtrength and 
ſtability of his ſpiritual kingdom. 


St. Paul alſo, in an addreſs to the Chriſtian 


converts at Epheſus, makes uſe of the ſame 
figure: + Ye are built, ſays he, upon the foun- 


dation of the apoſtles and prophets, Jeſus Chriſt 
himſelf” being the chief corner ſtone, in whom all 
the building, fitly framed. together, e unto 


2 holy temple in the Lord. 


We meet with the fame language in the 
$ epiſtle to the Hebrews ,. where the. writer 
ſtyles the Jewiſh and Chriſtian church re- 
ſpectively the Houſe of God, and in ſuch a. 
manner as clearly to ſhew how familiar the- 
expreſſion was with the apoſtle and the. per- 


ſons to whom he was writing. 


But I. forbear to multiply inſtances of the- 
uſe of this figure, and will content myſelf 


with referring to two, which alone are ſuffi - 


cient to juſtify the interpretation which I am 


willing to give of the paſſage before us.

dictions, which relate to the deſtruction of the 


Jewiſh ſtate, the diſperſion of the Jews, their 
return into their own country, and their 
flouriſhing condition” in the Kingdom. of the 
Mefhah, concludes his prophecy in ſome of 


| the laſt ® chapters with a glorious deſcription 


of the evangelical church under the figure of 
a magnificent temple: and the prophet 


+ Zechariah, who was ſent on the fame errand 


and at the ſame time with Haggai, ſpake to. 


the high prieſt, by the expreſs command 'of 


God, in-the following words: Behold the man, 
whoſe name is the branch; he ſhall , grow up out of 
his place, and ſhall build the temple of the Lord; 


Tow he ſhall build the temple of the Lord. 


The temple, in both theſe prophecies, is a 
e figurative, and ſpiritual tem- 
ple; and the temple of Zechariah agrees ſo. 
exactly with that of Haggai, as to give a clear 
and. determinate ſeriſe to the words which are 
uſed by the latter. And as the deſire of all 
nations, and the man whoſe name is the + 
raven; are, with ke greateſt probability, ſup- 

| poſed

4 Jeremiah iii. 5. a . 
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poſed to be deſcriptions of the ſame perſon, 
ſo there will be little doubt of the identity of 
the houſes or temples, which were to be 
built. And it may be concluded, that both 
of them were to be the work of the ſame 


divine builder; a ſpiritual temple raiſed in the 


hearts and minds of men; begun from the 
foundation at the firſt appearance or the Met- 


ſiah; carried on by him through a long ſuc- 


ceflion of ages, and advancing by flow de- 
grees to its full ſize and magnitude, to a re- 
3 ſemblance of that building which St. John v 


ſaw coming down from God out of Heaven, pre- 


pared as a bride adorned for her huſband ; having 
the glory of God end the Lamb to be the ligbt 
thereof. 

From this obſervation, added to the two 
others, which precede it, we may venture to 
affirm, that the former and latter houſe in 


this celebrated prophecy of Haggai may, on 


good grounds, be referred to the different 


ſtates of religion under the Law and the Goſ- 
pel; and that, having the ſame great events in 


view with the other prophecies of the Old 
Teſtament, it leads us to expect, amongſt the 


C 5 various 
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various covelndidhs of Providence, a glorious 


and flouriſhing ſtate of religion and virtue, in 


which the Goſpel will not only be taught and 


profeſſed throughout the world, but taught 
and profeſſed in the purity and fimplicity, in 
which it began, and have a ſuitable influence 
over the lives-and manners of men, and con- 


ſequently the ſuperiority and excellence of the 


latter houſe above the former, will n in 
the cleareſt light. 

The former houſe, the legal 1 0 or that 
inſtitution of religion, which was delivered to 
the Jews, was admirably contrived to prepare 
the way for a better. But it had a mixture of 


weakneſs and imperfection in it, and was in- 
capable of advancing human nature to that 
ftate of moral improvement, for which God 


had originally deſigned it. 
The latter houſe, the inſtitution of religion 
under the Goſpel diſpenſation, is a building 


not made with hands, but whoſe builder and 
maker is God. Repentance from dead works, 


and faith in the living God, are the founda- 
tions on which it is laid. The true and livin 4 
members of the body of Chriſt, who worſhip 
God in ſpirit and truth, are the materials of 

Which 
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which it is made. Its ornaments are righteouſ- 


neſs and meekneſs, piety and charity, and 


every other moral virtue, and under the go- 


vernment and protection of a High Prigſi * 
after the order of Melchiſedeck, who came down 

from heaven, and is the Son of God; who 
died for our fins, roſe again for our juſtifica- 


tion, and is now at the right hand of God, 


making interceſſion for us; it will continue 


through all ages, be extended to all places, 


and gradually advance from one degree of 
perfection to another, till we are all oze | 7o/d 


under one ſhepherd ; till we are made the ſons. 
of God, and Þ every tongue ſhall confeſs, that 
Feſus Chriſt is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. e 

We know not when this event will happen; 


our knowledge of it is alone derived from the 


Scriptures; and the expreſſions made uſe of 
in them ſeem rather to declare the certainty 
of it, than the particular period when it will 
happen. It may perhaps, if compared with 
the ſhortneſs of human life, and with the 
rapid ſucceſſion of things here, be at a great 

E diſtance.

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As The viſible ſtate of religion is ſuch 


as to give us, in a human view, little reaſon 


to expect the near approach of it. 
But events the moſt removed from human 
views are often brought about by inſtruments, 


which appear the moſt unlikely to produce 
them, and at times, when they are the leaſt 
expected to happen. The hiſtory of Chriſti- 


anity in paſt ages affords inſtances of revolu- 
tions as ſtrange as theſe, which the word of 
prophecy leads us to expect hereafter. The 


ſtrangeneſs therefore of the event, which we 


expect on the credit of prophecy, is no ob- 
jection to the truth of it. 


Divine Providence will diſpoſe of every 
thing in its proper time and place; is always 
carrying on its great deſigns in a ſecret and 


irreſiſtible manner; and, though * the kings of 
the earth land up, and the rulers take counſel 


together againſt the Lord and againſt His anointed, 
yet He that dwelleth in the Heavens will laugh 
them to ſcorn, will, i in oppolition to their deep- 
laid ſchemes and powerful obſtructions, ſet up 


bis king on the holy Bill of Sion, and give him 


the

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tbe heathen for his inberitance, and the uttermoſt. 


farts ij, th: carth for his poſſeſſion. 
This is the great point to which all things 


are now converging ; the completion of a vaſt 


plan, for the ſake of which all the civil and 


religious eſtabliſhments in the world have per- 


| haps been permitted to exiſt, and to which 
all of them muſt at laſt give place; in ſhort, 
the bringing of his reaſonable creatures to this 


glorious ſtate of righteouſne s, virtue and hap- 
pineſs, hath been the ultimate end and defign 


of God in all the various diſpenſations of His 


providence from the beginning of the world ; 


and his reaſonable creatures ought to conſider 


themſelves as originally deſigned and for ever 
obliged to co-operate with him to the fame 
glorious end, worthy of the beſt and wiſeft 


of beings, and moſt productive of univerſal 


good. 


_ Under a ſtrong ſenſe of this duty chaſes who 
formed this venerable Society at firſt un- 


doubtedly acted ; and their ſucceſſors fince, 


during the courle of the preſent century, have 


ſupported and conducted it with the ſame pious 


views: and it can never become an object of 


indifference to any thinking man, much leſs.

to any , to communicate the know- 
ledge and to enlarge the influence of ſuch a 
religion as the Goſpel. 


The latter muſt think himſelf cas to do 


it in obedience to the authority of his great 
Lord and Maſter , who* hath expreſsly com- 


manded, that the Goſpel ſhould be preached 
to every creature. The former, as a friend to 
mankind, as a well-wiſher to the proſpe- 


rity and happineſs of civil ſociety, and an 
enemy to every thing which 1s injurious to 


the cauſe of truth and virtue, muſt rejoice to 
have a religion taught his fellow-creatures, 
the manifeſt tendency of which is to make 
men wiſe and happy, and without which 
there is no probable means of obtaining the 


fame good purpoſe. 


The duty then of communicating the know- 
ledge of the Goſpel, and extending its in- 
fluence, is real and indiſputable; and the 
duty being once admitted, the performance of 


it muſt of courſe be regulated in the ſame 
manner as the performance of every other 
moral duty. The means and opportunities of 
performing it will be the meaſures, by which 


we

we muſt be directed in performing it. Where- 
ever theſe exiſt, and as long as they ſhall con- 


tinue, our obligation will exiſt and con- 


tinue too. Scarcely any man can be ſo de- 
tached from the reſt of mankind, or placed in 
ſo ſolitary a ſituation, as to be entirely free 
from them. 


But what the particular opportunities are 


with which our ſituation ſupplies us, or to 
what particular objects theſe opportunities ap- 
propriate the general duty, I forbear to men- 
tion. It has been ſo often and ſo much better 
done by thoſe, who have gone before me in 
this function, than I am able to do it, as to 
make it extremely improper for me to attempt 
it. I will only beg leave to obſerve, in a few 
words, that there is one thing which will ever 
be an impediment to the ſucceſs of the moſt 
zealous endeavours of this Society ; and that 
is, the general inconſiſtency of the lives and 
conduct of thoſe, who call themſelves Chriſ- 


tians, with the religion which they profeſs to 
| believe, and which they are perſuading others 


to believe with them. F or though their diſ- 


ſoluteneſs of manners, their diſhoneſty and 
impiety, their cruelty, oppreſſion and avarice,

is no real objection either to the truth or ex- 


cellency of the Goſpel, yet it muſt raiſe i irre- 


fiſtible prejudices 1 in the minds of an ignorant 


and ſuſpicious people againſt the admiſſion of 


it, and overpower the force of the ſtrongeſt 
arguments which can be produced in its ſup-

e rapid and et n which 


the Goſpel made at its firſt appearance in the 


world, is juſtly ſaid to be principally owing 
to the Divine power, with which its preachers 


were inveſted; but I am inclined to believe, 
that their ſucceſs depended almoſt as much on 
the purity of their lives and manners, as on 


the wonderful works which they performed;

and great effects of their labours; complaints 


af their want of ſucceſs would no more be 


heard; 
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heard of; and th? & earth, in the language of 
the prophet, would ſoon be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover tho ſea. 

It may indeed be ſaid, that ſuch a perfect 
ſtate of moral improvement among Chriſtians 
is not to be expected in the ordinary courſe of 
things. Perhaps not. Perfection belongs to 
nothing human. But it is ſtill true, that if 
there were, the effect would be ſuch as I have 
repreſented it. It is ſtill true, that the nearer 
we approach to it, the effect would be in the 
fame proportion. And, in ſhort, it is till 

true, that every Chriſtian, having it in his 
| power to contribute ſomething to advance and 
promote it by living ſuitably to the rules 
and precepts of his religion, ought to contri- 
bute his ſhare to it, + looking for that bleſſed 
hope and glorious appearance of the great God 
and our Saviour Feſus Cbriſt; to whom be aſ- 
cribed all praiſe, might, majeſty and domi- 
nion, both now and for ever. Amen,

In Auguſt laſt he ien Digby, a town 
newly ſettled, at twenty miles diſtance, and 
found a laudable ſpirit of emulation prevailing 
among the children and their inſtructors. 
And it will be no more than juſtice to men- 
tion, with the higheſt approbation, the conduct 
of Mr. Forman, a refugee and a half - pay 
officer, who is the principal ſchool-maſter in 
that place. As he obſerved with concern the 
growing evils in that populous ſettlement

day, he has accuſtomed himſelf to aſſemble 
his pupils in particular on that day, and to 
read the church ſervice and a ſermon to them. 
In a few weeks he had crowded audiences, 
which had produced a viſible alteration in the 
manners of the people.

Mr. Wiſwall has indeed 
travelled in the ſummer beyond his proper 
limits, and Mr. Bailey has followed his ex- 
ample. But when the roughneſs and difficulty 
of the roads, the obſtructions of mountains 
and foreſts, the intervention of rapid rivers, 
and the expence and danger of travelling are 
conſidered, ſuch diſtant excurſions cannot 
often be repeated: they can only be attempted 
in the ſummer. Theſe unfortunate exiles 
wiſh it to be conſidered how many and great 
difficulties are to be encountered in forming 
new ſettlements, and that it muſt be ſeveral 
years before even the moſt induſtrious can raiſe 
proviſions ſufficient for their own family. Un- 
der theſe circumſtances, it is impoſſible for them 

to make an adequate proviſion for Miniſters 
without the bounty of Government and the 
charitable contributions of their Chriſtian 
brethren in Europe. . 


At Annapolis Mr. Bailey has between 30 0 
40 communicants, and above 20 at Granville. 


' He recommends the people 67 Digby to the 
attention of the Society. The town, he fays, 
is compact, and contains 500 families of loyal 
refugees, and he thinks there is no part in the 
province where a Miniſter could be of more 
ſervice. 
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About a mile from Digby is another town, 
conſiſting of 65 families of Negroes, who 


ſeem heartily. diſpoſed to receive any religious 
inſtruction that is offered them. Theſe negroes 
and ſome others about Annapolis were for- 
merly ſlaves in the ſouthern provinces. He has 
baptiſed ſeveral of them, who have diſcovered 
a docility and a deſire to receive the truths of 
Chriſtianity. A Miniſter to propagate the Goſ- 
pel among ſuch a people would be a great bleſ- 
fing indeed, 


In conſequence of theſe and other repreſen- 
tations to the like effect, the Society have or- 


dered a freſh ſupply of prayer-books and re- 


ligious tracts for the uſe of the children and 
470 in Mr. Bailey's Miſſion. They have given 


im directions to ſettle a {chool-maſter at 


Granville, and they have it in contemplation, 
and hope ſoon to be able, to ſend a Miniſter to 
Digby, and two more to be fixed in ſuch 
places where their utility ſhall e to be 
moſt extended.

There he learnt that 300 loyaliſts from New 
York had juſt left the place, and gone to Ca- 
taracqui to lands allotted by Government, and 
were forming an extenſive ſettlement. There 
remained however 70 families and other Pro- 
teſtants within the town and diſtrict of Sorrel. 
Theſe, though of a maxed ſociety, conſiſting 
of Chriſtians of various denominations, do all 
attend on divine worſhip; and the Lutherans 
conſider themſelves as members of ourchurch, 
Mr. Doty has viſited moſt of them. The 
neareſt ſettlement is diſtant about five miles, 
and the fartheſt about nine miles from the 
town, Though this diſtance may make a regu- 
lar, attendance at church ſomewhat inconve- 
nient, yet, as they will all have horſes and 
Canadian carriages, he de CIT.

account of the new ſettlements of loyaliſts and 
Mohawk Indians in the rover above-men- 
tioned.

of Kenti, 40 miles above Cataracqui, to take 
poſſeſſion -of lands aſſigned them by the Go- 


vernment. It is not yet determined whether 
the whole tribe, together with their brethren 
of Conajoharee, will unite in this new ſettle- 


ment, as Captain Brant, with a number of the 


Mohawk and Cona; oharec chiefs, have it in 


contemplation to form a grand ſettlement on a 


river, 40 miles above Niagara, on the Canada 


fide the lake, being incoraged to this by 


the mildnefs of the climate, fertility of ſoil, 


and convenience for hunting.

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On the 2d of June laſt Mr. Stuart himſelf 
ſet out on a viſit to theſe Mohawks, taking in 
his way all the new ſettlements of Loyaliſts on 

the River and Lake, and on the 18th of the 
ſame month he arrived at Niagara. On the 
following Sunday he preached in the garriſon, 
and in the afternoon, to ſatisfy the eager ex- 
pectations of the Mohawks, he went on horſe- 
back to their village, about nine miles diſtant, 
and officiated in their church. After a ſhort 
intermiſſion, they returned to the church, 
where he baptiſed 78 infants and 5 adults; 
the latter having been previouſly inſtructed. by 
his Indian clerk, who regularly reads prayers 
on a Sunday, and lives a very ſober and exem- 
plary life. The whole was concluded with a. 
diſcourſe on the nature and defign of baptiſm. 
It was 4 very affecting ſcene to Mr. Stuart to 
ſee thoſe affectionate people, from whom he 
had been ſeparated more than ſeven years, aſ- 
ſembled together in a decent and commodious 
church, erected chiefly by themſelves, and 
with the greateſt ſeeming devotion and gravity. 
Even the windows were crouded with thoſe 
who could not find room within the walls. 
The concourſe of Indians was unuſually great, 
owing to the circumſtance of the Oneidas, 
Cayugas, and Onondagas being ſettled in the 
vicinity. Before Mr. Stuart left them he bap- 
tiſed 24 children and married 6 couple. On his 
way home he remained ſome time at Cataraqui, 
where he baptiſed all the children that were 
* . preſented. 
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preſented to him, and buried one. He next 
proceeded to the Bay of Kenti, 42 miles diſ- 
tant, and was kindly received by the Mo- 
| bawks ſettled there, who were buly in build- 
ing houſes, and laying the foundations of their 
new village named Tyonderoga. The ſchool- 

houſe was almoſt finiſhed. The ſituation of 
this ſettlement is really beautiful; and as there 
are at preſent as many Loyaliſts at Cataraqui as 
will occupy the coaſt quite to the Indian boun- 
daries, it is probable that it will ſoon become 
a place of conſequence. 


Theſe loyal Exiles expreſs the mot ; anxious 
deſire of having Clergymen ſent among them, 
and they look up to the Society for aſſiſtance. 
in their preſent diſtreſs. The Loyaliſts are 
forming ſettlements on the river St. Lawrence, 
where, doubtleſs, the Society's bounty may in 
future be uſefully beſtowed. But at preſent, 
the ſettlers are ſo poor, and neceſſarily diſperſed. 
along an extenſive ſhore, that, unleſs ſome ex- 
traordinary ſupport is given by Government, 
in addition to the exertions of the Society, it 
will be difficult for Clergymen to ſupport 

themſelves, eſpecially if they have families, 
till the colony has made ſome progreſs in cul- 
tivation, and ſome aſſiſtance is given. them to- 
wards building of churches. Theſe firſt ad- 
venturers will not be able to procure bread 
from their lands, in leſs than two years, and. 
no Clergyman can expect the leaſt aſſiſtance, 
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from his pariſhioners in leſs than ſeven. Since 
his laſt notitia, the number of baptiſms, in- 


_ cluding thoſe at Niagara and along the com- 


munication, is 173, of which 107 were In- 


dians; marriages 17 burials 13. 


Bahamas. 

The Society have received information that 
the Rev. Mr. Barker, inſtead of returning to 
his former Miffion at Providence in the Ba- 
hamas, had ſettled in a pariſh at the Bermu- 
das, where there is a legal provifion for a 
Miniſter, They have ſent directions to Mr. 
Seymour to take that Mifſion, and were in 
hopes that before this time he had gotten ſafe 
thither with his family from Auguſtine; but 
ſince this Abſtract went to the preſs, the lamen- 
table intelligence has been brought that he died 
in his paſſage to the Bahamas, SLE 


Africa. 


The Rev. Mr. Quaque, the Society's Mit- 
ſionary at Cape Coaſt, has been for ſome months 
in England on his own private affairs. In his 
voyage back in February laſt, he had the miſ- 


fortune to meet with a dreadful ſtorm and hur- 


ricane, by which he ſuſtained: great damage 


to his books, apparel, &c.. The ſhip how- 
ever, after much danger, made the port of 


L'Orient in France, where Mr. Quaque was

"I HE Society having taken under their moſt 
ſerious conſideration the ſtate of the 
Church, and of their Miſſionaries in North 
America, have lately come to the following 
determinations reſpecting thoſe Clergymen who 
remain in the United States, and thoſe to whom 
the Society have hitherto continued their for- 
mer falaries, though in no ſtated en 
under them. 


IT muſt appear, "ak a peruſal of their char 
ter, that the Society cannot imploy any Miſ- 
ſionaries, except in the PLANTATIONS, 
COLONIES AND FACTORIES' BE— 
LONGING TO THE KINGDOM o 


GREAT BRITAIN; but, at the ſame _ 


time, having fully conſidered the ſervices, and 
the circumſtances of thoſe who are now offi- 
ciating in the United States, have agreed to 
continue their preſent ſalaries to Michaelmas 
next; the option being given to them to re- : 
move into any of the King's dominions in 
America. And for ſuch as ſhall make that 
choice, the Society. are engaged to provide to 
the utmolt of their power, 5 
And 
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And as there has been a proviſion made by 
Government for four Miſſions in the Province 
of New Brunſwick (which was lately divided 


from Nova Scotia) the Society have already 


recommended two of their Miſſionaries, Mr. 
Cooke, formerly of Shrewſbury in New Jer- 
ſey, and Mr. Beardſley, of Poghkeepſie in 
New York Province, to fill up two of them, in 
ſuch places as the Governor ſhall judge proper. 
The other two appointments in New Brunſ- 
wick are kept open, until the Society can 


learn to which of their Miffionaries it will be 
moſt eligible and convenient to ſettle in that 
country. 


But reſpecting thoſe Clergymen who have, 


for ſome time paſt, been unimployed, and to 


whom it is not convenient to. undertake any 
Miſſion at preſent, the Society, have not thought 
it proper, or indeed conſiſtent with their truſt, 
to continue their preſent ſtipends beyond the 


fore- mentioned period, except in ſome caſes of 


age, infirmities, or diſtreſs, which may call for 
a particular indulgence. 


Upon this principle the Society has with- 
drawn the falaries of Dr. Byles, and of Mr. 
Odell ; the-former having been appointed by 
Government Chaplain to the Garriſon at Hali- 
fax, with which duty a Miſſion at a diſtance 


would be incompatible ; 'and the latter being

The Society 12 having condlcend the pre- 
cariouſneſs of their funds, depending chiefly on 
annual ſubtcriptions and voluntary contribu- 
tions, have judged it fitting to make a dedac- 


tion from the ſalaries of the old Miſſions in 
Nova Scotia, to which the aid of Government, 


from the firit ſettlement of that Province, has 
been extended, and where the people are now 
in a capacity to contribute to their ſupport. 


By this means they will be. the better inabled 


to provide for ſuch Miſſionaries as will ſoon 
be ſent among the indigent and ſcattered ſet- 


tlers, who cannot, at preſent, be ſuppoſed to 
contribute in any degree to then maintenance of 


their Miniſters. 
The Society being thus obliged, by their 


Charter, to apply the ſubſcriptions and other 


contributions by them received to fh Propaga- 


tion of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, under the Do- 
minion of the Crown of Great Britain, and being 


accountable for ſuch application, they regret 
the unhappy events which confine their labors 


to the Colonies remaining under His Majeſty's 
| ſovereignty. * It is ſo far from their thoughts 
to alienate their affections from their brethren 


of the Church of England, now' under ano- 
ther Government, that they look back with 
comfort at the good they have done for many 

years 
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years paſt, in propagating our holy religion, 
as it is profeſſed by the eſtabliſhed Church of 
England; and it is their earneſt with and 
prayer, that their zeal may continue to bring 
forth the fruit they aimed at, of pure religion 
and virtue; and that the true members of our 
Church, under whatever civil government they 
live, may not ceaſe to be kindly affectioned to- 


wards us. And although the Society are under 
the melancholy neceſſity of declaring void the 


office of ſuch Miſſionaries as are no longer ſub- 
jects to His Majeſty, they do it with as tender 
a regard to particular caſes as the nature and 


circumſtances of their truſt will admit, they 
having always been ready to give every poſſible 


attention to the diſtreſs of ahy meritorious per- 
ſons in their ſervice.
